As  an  experiment  circulating  libraries 
were  sent  to  the  two  schools  farthest  irom 
the  library  building.  These  books  were 
cared  for  and  loaned  by  the  teachers.  Nine 
hundred  and  twenty-nine  books  were  circu¬ 
lated  In  this  way. 

In  December  the  story-hour  was  started 
In  the  lecture-room  of  the  library  building 
from  ten  until  eleven  o’clock  every  Satur¬ 
day  morning  and  continued  until  the  first 
of  May,  1909.  The  attendance  was  very  good 
and  the  attendance  and  interest  shown  were 
highly  flattering  to  the  story-tellers.

Miss  Isabel  Ryan  ol  New  York  City  is  giv¬ 
ing  a  collection  of  Catholic  literature  to  the 
library  in  memory  of  her  mother  and  father 
who  were  residents  of  Galena. 

Of  the  thirteen  volumes  missing  last  year 
two  have  been  found.  There  was  a  gain  ol 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-eight  vol¬ 
umes  in  circulation  over  last  year.  Chil¬ 
dren’s  books  drawn  during  the  year  lu 
creased  668.  The  percentage  of  Action  de¬ 
creased  5.8  per  cent. 

The  new  library  bulldlngjhas  now  been  oc¬ 
cupied  for  the  peiiod  of  one  year  with  entire 
satisfaction  in  every  particular  to  all  con¬ 
cerned.  While  the  number  of  visitors  is 
not  quite  so  large  as  last  year,  it  is  account¬ 
ed  for  by  the  fact  that  It  is  not  being  used, 
to  so  large  an  extent,  as  a  meeting  place  for 
iiiends.
